of Italian soil. 

Now “ they turn their eyes,” 
as Sir James Grigg, the War 
Minister, put it, “ to another 
enemy and another battle- 
ground in the west.” 

He indicated that “almost in 
a matter of hours” our for- 
ward troops will be across the 
borders of Tunisia to take up 
the task, with the First Army, 
of pushing the enemy into the 
sea. 

Tripoli was entered by our spear- 
head troops at five o'clock in the 
morning after strong German rear- 
guards, attempting to delay our 
forces, had been driven back. 

The enemy had demolished roads 
and bridges and planted mines, but 
our armoured forces, many of them 
without sleep for 48 hours. pressed 
on to smash anti-tank resistance 
and overcome obstacles.

Your woollens are precious materials of war. Take 
care of them and they will last a very long time 


General Care Grit and dust wear away the fibres, so 
brush and shake all woollen clothes often. Pay special attention 
to pockets, seams, and under the collar. Blankets and rugs 
need a thorough shaking and airing at least once a month, out 


of doors if po 

Deal with stains at once with hot water. Never leave knitted 
clothes till they are really dirty. They are much more difficult 
to wash then and use much more soap in the end, 

Keep a look out for moth and mildew. 

When you take your « lothes off hang them up before putting 


away. This keeps them fresh and gets the creases out. 


There’s nothing like Lather for Washing 
Never rub or twist woollens—or they may shrink. 
Never boil them, cither. 
Never hang up jumpers, or they will stretch, Lay 
them flat to dry. 
Make a good soapy lather with warm water—not 
ay hot—and squeeze your woollens gently in it. 
-$ Wash each garment separately — light colours first. 
— Rinse thoroughly in clear lukewarm water. 
Lift woollens out of the water all in one go, so that the weight 
of the water doesn’t stretch them. ‘Then roll them in a towel 
to absorb most of the water before laying them out to dry.

It was from the ranks of his 
fellows that were recruited sol- 
diers who, despised though they 
were by our Brass Hats in the 
summer of 1941, are now out- 
fighting Hitler's “ finest army in 
the world.” 

It was from his class there 
emerged generalship of a quality 
that, never equalled during the 
German advances of last summer, 
is now forcing the Nazi hordes to 
disastrous retreats.

RANKLY, though, it means 
more than that. It means 
that the despised Russian system 
has produced not only great 
generals, but marvels of organis- 
ing skill by means of which, even 
when most of its industrial re- 
gion was overrun, it could impro- 
vise vast munition plants behind 
the lines, so that its mammoth 
armies could be kept supplied. 

And it is a system that is only 
a quarter of a century old! 

These, indeed, are the words of 
the sober “ Times.” in a leading 
article :— 

“As the danger to Rostov 
grows. the plight of the German 
armies retreating from the 
Caucasus becomes more like that 
of fugitives racing for safety 
across the front of an advancing 
tidal wave or forest fire. 

“In fact, the succession of 
offensives. which the Russian 
command has so deftly cor- 
related with one another in haif 


a dozen sectors of the front, have 
now coalesced into a forward 
surge of the whole line. 

*Sucn a movement is what the 
Germans conspicuously failed to 
initiate even in the high summer 


|of 1942; they had to content 


themselves with a concentration 
of their attack upon the southern 
half 

“In midwinter they now see a 
part of the gains of that 
tack being steadily wrested 
from them, while in the north 
they are beginning to lose their 
conquests of 1941." 

These are momentous words 
I hope that History, in recording 
them, will also say that we drew 
from them the inevitable lesson 

But not only on the Eastern 
Front are Hitler’s forces on the 
run They are now driven even 
out of Tripoli, the last remnant 
of Mussolini's boasted “ African 
Empire.” The Rommel myth, the 
building up of which was helped 
by our own stupidity, is now 
finally exploded 

Rommel's rapid run makes 
Dorando’s exploit in the Windsor- 
London marathon look a small 
achievement 


GRAVE MUDDLE 
IN NORTH AFRICA 


SOON, there will be heavy 
` fighting in Tunisia, where 
the remnants of his fleeing forces 
will join the Bizerta garrison. 
Soon, no doubt, the Royal Navy 
will be taking a big part in the 
assault on that all-important 
port Once it is captured—and, 
heavy though our losses may be, 
the issue seems beyond doubt— 
the magnificent achievements of 
the Eighth Army will have had 
their well-merited reward 

Then, I trust, other good news 
will come from North Africa 
the news that the deplorable mess 
made by the appointment of 
Marcel Peyrouton. despite his 
pro-Nazi record, as Governor- 
General of Algeria has been 
cleared up. Our own Govern- 
ment nas been making the 
greatest endeavours during the 
past few days to arrive at a 
settlement agreeab to the 
United States, the Fighting 
French, and ourselves. 

I blame, for the long-continued 
confusion, the secrecy thrown 
like a smoke-screen around the 
politicai happenings in North 
Africa—the censorship of news 
and the lack of frankness by 
our own leaders in London. 

Meanwhile, 1 am assured, no 
fewer than 65,000 political 
prisoners are still incarcerated 
in North Africa. Many of them 
fought Nazidom from its start 
Many others fought Franco in 
Spain. In the camps are over 
15.000 Spaniards. deported from 
France, to which they escaped 
when Franco won 

On their behalf, if for no other 
reason, I plead for an early 
settlement of a situation which 
to say the least, has been the 
source of grave embarrassment to 
Allied diplomats.
